Dollar General Corp. will open its 
Antioch store, Sept. 18, in the long- 
vacant Globe Department Store loca- 
tion, at Orchard Street and Hillside 
Avenue. 

Dollar General Stores sell con- 



sumable basics and have been de- 
scribed as Wal-Marts in 8,000 square 
feet. 

The store opening is a sign of the 
corporation's continuing enormous 
growth and expansion and of the sus- 
tained effort of the village economic 
development program to keep Anti- 
och's economy growing. 



Dollar General will start the 
process to hire approximately one 
dozen people on Friday, Aug. 29. 

Dollar General Corp. was found- 
ed in 1946 and has approximately 
3000 stores in 24 states. "We have 
opened in excess of 2B0 stores this 
year," said District Manager Bill Rus- 
sell. "We're moving into the northern 
Illinois area." 

Dollar General stores are now lo- 
cated in Zion, McHenry, and Round 
Lake. Along with the new Antioch 
store opening are two other store 



openings in Mundelein and Prospect 
Heights. Round Lake will soon have 
a second store and Grayslake will 
have a store. 

"We're primarily a small town op- 
eration," Russell said. "We want to be 
in a town where people appreciate us 
being there. We feel there is a market 
segment that needs quality mer- 
chandise at an affordable price." 

Russell said, "We're looking for- 
ward to coming in to Antioch." 

"I'm elated with this," said Anti- 
och Community Development Di- 



rector Claude LeMere. 

"They are going to replace many 
many of the items that the Ben 
Franklin used to carry. Ben Franklin 
has now gone into home accents, 
crafts, and is doing a stupendous job 
at that. The market has changed and 
the need is here for those types of 
items that they used to. carry," said 
LeMere. 

Bill Russell explains that the store 
is a general merchandise store that

They want to see 
others." 

Shelly Auble, owner with Jim 
Auble of Williams Bros. Emporium, 
said, "It's a very good thing to have a 
lot of antique shops in one area." She 
said, "We're hoping to attract people 
as a collection of antique dealers." 

.The most public evidence of their 
cooperative and team building spirit 
of antique selling is a card that lists 
several area stores and shows how to 
reach them on arhap. 

Diane Calabrese, co-owner with 
Janet Her of Green Bench Antiques, 
said she and Her knew Brenda Case of 
Park Avenue Antiques and shopped 
in her place.

1997

receives final approval

Lake Villa trustees gave their fi- 
nal blessing to the Oakland Ridge 
subdivision, which is mostly in Anti- 
och Township. 

This subdivision is the first sub- 
division in Antioch Township to be 
in the Village of Lake Villa. The sub- 
division is located just west of Oak- 
land School. Trustees voted 5- 1 in fa- 
vor of the plan. 

"They (District 34) didn't want 
sewer and I didn't see a reason to sup- 
port it," said Trustee Joyce Frayer. 



F ray er said District 34 officials said 
they are not interested in receiving a 
sewer hookup from the village which 
had worked with the developer, Larry 
Basil, to provide sewer to the school. 

The final plat was approved con- 
tingent on the developer acquiring 
approval from the Stormwater Man- 
agement Commission. 

"We felt they had worked with us 
throughout the process," said Plan 
Commission Chairman Bill Smo- 
larchuk. Oakland Ridge is a 122- 
unit single-family subdivision on a 
60-acre parcel. About 40 acres of the 
project is in Antioch Township.

other area businesses. 

Hacke gives credit to the fact that 
Antioch is on Route 173 and is be- 
tween the tollway and Richmond. 
"This is one of the major thorough- 
fares on the way to Richmond," he 
said. There are pilgrims that just trav- 
el through and hit all the stores. 
Another factor is that there are so 
many antiques from this area to be 
sold. Hacke said that in 1890, Sears 
Roebuck and Company was selling 
things by mail order. The Chain of 
Lakes area bought merchandise 
from the catalogue for the duplicate 
homes of Chicagoans. Homes here 
were furnished out of that catalogue. 
He said that "antiques sold are right 
from this area." 

One of the most recent develop- 
ments to affect local antique busi- 
ness is regular train service from 
Chicago on the Metra Railroad. "The 
train was a large factor. I have had 
people come into the shop who had 
just taken the train to Antioch to 
shop and look around." ' 

What do people find in Antioch 
antique shops? Every store is differ- 
ent and they specialize. Auble ex- 
plained that she and her husband 
like the rustic country look. They 
find an elegant look to be very ap- 
pealing. For that reason, their mer- 
chandise caters to those values. 

Within their store are other peo- 
ple who sell other types of antiques. 
Auble said that Judy Patterson and 
Jack Albert restore old antiques and 
sell them within Williams Bros. Em- 



porium. The store actually has four 
different people selling different 
types of antique merchandise. 

Calabrese said, "Ours is a con- 
signment shop." Although she also 
said, "We're an adoption bureau for 
antiques." She said they have all dif- 
ferent price ranges."!! is not totally 
antiques. We do have gift items and 
items that are home decorative." 

Case said her Park Avenue An- 
tique Mall is known for her furniture 
offerings. "I've been known for my 
fine furniture." The sense that 
Antioch is coming into a strong peri- 
od of antique sales is based on what 
the store owners see in their busi- 
ness. Auble said that Antioch has a 
lot of people during the weekend. 
"We're pretty busy on Mondays," she 
also said. Any given day Williams 
Bros. Emporium can be busy she 
said. Calabrese said, "We're seeing 
repeat customers." 

Hacke said, "There is no way 
to peak this. As long as people 
have memories, this will never go 
away." 

Hacke could be correct. The cus- 
tomers that come to his place are not 
just people who are nostalgic or have 
money to invest in antiques. 

"I have kids come in here and it 
floors me sometimes what they 
know." He had one child come into 
his Another Mans Treasures store 
who was collecting Daguerrogo- 
types. In that customer he could see 
the future of his business and cus- 
tomers.

sells products at the dollar price 
point, not some artificial price such 
as $3.95 or $19.99. They do not ad- 
vertise, although they will distribute 
a circular that describes their mer- 
chandise in order to introduce them- 
selves to the community. 

Russell is looking for stock peo- 
ple, cashiers, clerks, and a store man- 
ager. He needs to hire people for 
both the Antioch and the Mundelein 
Store. He said the jobs are minimum 
wage positions. Those who are inter- 
ested can inquire at the store or call 
837-9646 and ask for the store man- 
ager. 

"The Globe Store has been the 



hardest store to find a tenant for be- 
cause it is too large for a small retail- 
er and too small for a large retailer. 
It's in the in-between size and it's 
been very, very difficult," explained 
LcMere of village efforts to help the 
owner find a tenant. "We have come 
extremely close twice." 

"Dollar General is one of the, if 
not the most successful dollarchains 
in the United States," said LeMere. 
"They're growing very rapidly and 
having great success at their busi- 
ness. So, we're tickled to have them 
here."

Arts, Crafts Show signals 
start of holiday buying

Holiday gift buying begins in 
September. For Antioch Township 
residents, il can begin at the annual 
fall Arts and Crafts Faire in down- 
town Antioch, September 6 and 7 on 
Toft Street. 

Efforts to build the fair into a 
dominant weekend attraction con- 
tinue to be implemented by Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Industry offi- 
cials. This approach is showing re- 
sults, according to Arts and Crafts 
Faire organizers. 

"We're approaching it more ag- 
gressively," said Dan Sills, of Betty 
Silts Gallery in downtown Antioch. 
The result is that every year the fair is 
better and the people who attend it 
find more to buy. 

Dan Sills said that it was the in- 
tent of the Chamber to spend a few 
years developing the fall fair into a 
strong companion show for the 
slightly stronger Spring fair. "It's go- 
ing to take time," he said. The spring 
fair response was strong and that can 
help build a strong fall show Sills 
said. Weather is critical too, he 
added. 

It is difficult to get a handle on 
attendance, Sills said, since the fair 
organizers do not have a way to me- 
ter attendance. This fall they will try 
to do that. The fair has always been a 
free show and people come and go 
as they please. Most estimates of at- 
tendance at the Spring show were 
about 6,000 to 7,000 people. "This is 
what most people guessed we had," 
Sills said. 

The fall show has been more ag- 
gressively advertised than the Spring 
fair was. The Chamber is sending di- 
rect mail advertising to areas in Anti- 
och Township not previously cov- 
ered by direct mail. There's an extra 
8,000 households in Lindenhurst 
and Lake Villa Sills said and the 



Chamber is going to reach them with 
its fair advertising, or at least those in 
zip code area 60046. This goes be- 
yond the mailing done for the Spring 
fair. The Chamber, at that time, 
mailed announcements of the Arts 
and Crafts Faire to 7700 households 
in the 60002 zip code to ensure that 
people knew about it. 

He expects the 1997 Fall Arts and 
Crafts Faire to be as good as the 
Spring fair and to be belter than last 
year's Fall fair. "There are artists 
coming who have not been here be- 
fore," he said. To him that is impor- 
tant because it not only brings in 
fresh art, but it also signals that 
artists speak well of their experience 
here in Antioch. 

The Arts and Crafts Faire is an 
economic eVent for the community 
Sills said. "There is an intent to bring 
people in to see the fair, eat at the 
restaurants, shop die stores, and walk 
the streets of Antioch." He thinks the 
fair will continue to build, as expected 
and desired by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, because of die feedback they re- 
ceive from vendors. 

The questionnaire filled-out by 
vendors to describe their selling ex- 
perience comes back with positive 
comments. "Most say their sales 
were better than expected," Sills said. 
It is that kind of year-to-year build- 
ing of performance that creates a 
good fair. 

Downtown Antioch merchants 
also see the fair as a solid investment 
for themselves. Sills said that mer- 
chants feel that shopper traffic is way 
up when there is an attraction like 
this. "I would guess antique stores 
and impulse shops would also bene- 
fit," he said. 

Sills sees the fair as the start to a 
holiday buying season for many peo- 
ple who buy and accumulate gifts. 
"September is definitely the time for 
the start of gift buying for the holiday 
season," he said.

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Scrapbook reveals glimpse into woman's life in early century

Whatever happened to Teresa 
was not immediately visible in her 
scrapbook. Die scrapbook was 
found on a backroom table in the 
Park Avenue Antique Mall of Anti- 
och. Once it was discovered, howev- 
er, the sadness of the discovery 
would come to dominate the mem- 
ory of her journal. 

Brenda Case, proprietor-owner 
of Park Avenue Antique Mall, has 
been at her downtown Antioch loca- 
tion for almost seven years. She ac- 
quired the scrapbook as she does 
many of her antiques. "By one of my 
dealers. 1 have a lot of dealers occu- 
pying the mall, and she brought it in 



from an estate sale," said Case. 

The red cover scrapbook is the 
type for sale at any Ben Franklin. It 
was not special of itself. Case does 
get scrapbooks through her store, she 
said, but not like this scrapbook. "This 
scrapbook has the beginning of their 
manned life, probably until the passing 
away of the people. That's what I kind 
of think," she said when asked to spec- 
ulate about the scrapbook. 

"It kind of tells about a person's 
entire life, their maiden name." 
Close suggested it was "a biography 
depicted by all the greeting cards 
(the person received) from 191 1 to 
about 1945." 

The cards give it an artistic unity 
and a focus that is at variance with 
the "scrapbook" description. "There 
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Sa.nda.ls J^zsorts 

Jamaica, St. Lucia, Bahamas, Antigua 
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Lindcnliurst IL (Next to McDonalds) 
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are some really beautiful ones. Beau- 
tiful," she said as she turned pages so 
fragile they shattered at the edges. 
Has she seen scrapbooks like 
this before? "Not that often." She ac- 
knowledged she had seen some be- 
fore, "But never with so many won- 
derful cards in them, such a variety." 

It was evident from the inside 
cover that the book was intended to 
be a serious record. In the upper left 
comer was a list ofl2 pieces of iden- 
tification that arc so unique to one 
person that there is no other way for 
anyone to claim it. Teresa (last name 
omitted here) was born October 22, 
191 1 in Glogavatz, Arad, Romania. 
She arrived in America in May 1914 
as a young child. On June 23, 1 925 . 
she became a citizen. Her petition is 
in volume 154 of Superior Court. Her 
mother's maiden namewas Merle, 
her father's mother's name was 
Kolb. Her father's grandmother's 
maiden name was Schale. She 
recorded every detail in her journal. 
At the age of 25 she married Leo, 
or, in 1941, Leon— according to his 
signature on the Christmas card he 
gave her that year. She had started to 
save his cards before they married. It 
was the first card in the book when 
they lived on North Drake Avenue 
and she worked for the National Tea 
Company. There are several places 
in her journal where she wrote of key 



events and places in the margins. 
Some of that information is now lost 
because of the flaking edges of the 
paper pages. 

It turns out her journal did not 
contain a lifetime of information. In- 
deed, it only can be said charitably 
to cover 10 years. In mid-1943 
something happened that escaped 
the knowledge of all who had ever 
seen the scrapbook with its cards. 
Teresa stopped pasting the cards in 
the book, although Leo would con- 
tinue to send them to her as affec- 
tionately as he ever did for three 
more years. 

Through the war years, Leo only 
rarely missed a day for which a card 
was due. After the war, in 1946, the 
cards stopped. His last cards in 1946 
were given only on their wedding 
anniversary and her birthday. He 
wrote in the former "Your ever lov- 
ing husband" and in the latter "Your 
loving husband." The written record 
reveals that he always loved her. 
During the decade, there were two 
days that he always honored with a 
card: Valentine's Day and her Birth- 
day. It took him three years early in 
his marriage to figure out that an an- 
niversary card was expected. He 
never forgot after that. 

He sent annual cards on seven 
holidays and anniversaries. He sent 
a couple of New Years cards, one 
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Teresa saved this card in her 
journal from Christmas 1943. 
She wrote in neat handwriting 
beneath it, "Isn't it a beaut." 
Husband Leon signed the in- 
side, "Always, Leo." 

year a mother's day card, and three 
Easter cards over the decade. It 
would be hard to argue that he was 
really serious about sending a card 
on those dates. The other two dates 
that he almost always remembered 
with a special card were Christmas 
and their Wedding anniversary. Dur- 
ing the first five years of World War II 
he was most likely to give a card. 

The cards themselves were elab- 
orate, large, embossed, multi-color 
romantic manifestations of the 
printer's art. The sentiments ex- 
pressed were elaborately intimate 
about love and life. The cards do not 
suggest that money was dear, but 
her 1940 note in the journal's margin 
suggests otherwise. "Times were 
tough then. Neither one of us 
worked." In September 1941, Leo 
began work at Klicns, and in October 
she noted that she became a 
"swedger." In December their home 
burned down. 

Were the cards important? Did 
Leo understand that they were? Pos- 
sibly. In 1942, she wrote on the side 
of her journal, "He certainly has 
cornea long way since 1937. 1 sure 
was proud of this card. We even got 
it in our first colored movie. In Feb- 
ruary of 42, Max left for the Marine" 
(slightly illegible). This was the only 
year Leo gave his wife a Mother's 
Day card, lie did not sign it; she was 
not his mother. 

Max was home on furlough in July 
of 1942. Joe and Ruth got married. And 
in November, the shattered edges of 
the journal's pages suggest that "Max 

left for the S....IP " 

South Pacific? 

Max left for the South Pacific? 
In May, 1943 she wrote: "3rd week 
of July Ray enlisted in the Army." 

Then: "Syl leaves for the Marines 
November 0, 1943." 

Although she saved her hus- 
band's cards for the next three years 
in a group at the back of her journal, 
she never pasted-in another card or 
made another journal entry after Syl 
leu for the Marines. 

Leo gave her a card that Decem- 
ber, a month after Syl left. "Always," 
he affectionately wrote; "Isn't it a 
beaut," she wrote in her journal. 
What happened? 
The journal gives no indication 
of her relationship to Max, flay, or 
Syl. Given her age, it seems unlikely 
they were her children (but, they 
may have been Leo's children). She 
continued to save the thirteen cards 
her husband lovingly bought and 
signed until October, 1946. By then, 
he was less faithful in sending cards, 
perhaps. Me missed Valentine's Day 
that year for the first time since they 
met. There is no Christmas card for 
1946. Her 35th birthday was his last 
card in a journal she kept dutifully 
for 10 years. 

Teresa never explained what hap- 
pened in this journal. On her 32 birth- 
day, she stopped maintaining it as she 
had been, although she would contin- 
ue to receive and save his cards. 

As intimate a revelation as this 
could be, she kept her final counsel on 
something that affected her very 
much. A buyerofherscrapbook-like 
journal would never know.

Crash victim remembered as

Final boat safety 
measures become law 



Children will be 
required to wear 
lifejackets 

Area boaters and residents who 
worry about the dangerous condi- 
tions on local lakes breathed a sigh of 
relief as the two remaining measures 
of state Senator Adeline Geo-Karis' 
boat safety package were signed into 
law. Governor Jim Edgar signed leg- 
islation requiring lifejackets for chil- 
dren and improving safety restric- 
tions on moving watercraft. 

Senator Geo-Karis (R-Zion) says 
boat safety has been a major concern 
for her over the past two years after 
accidents on local waterways 
prompted outrage within the com- 
munity. 

"When so many accidents hap- 
pen each year on our lakes and so 
many people are injured or killed, it's 
a sign that something needs to be 
done to improve conditions," Geo- 
Karis said. 

In reaction to the outrage, Geo- 
Karis introduced legislation in the 
Senate and held public hearings in 
Antioch and Springfield to gather 
ideas and input from boaters, law 
enforcement, concerned citizens 
and other interested groups. 

"Beginning Jan. 1, 1998 new 



safety regulations will help improve 
conditions on Illinois waterways," 
Geo-Karis said. "These measures 
were developed with concern and 
cooperation from so many people 
dedicated to meeting one goal — 
safety on our lakes. I am happy to see 
our efforts end with such great suc- 
cess." 

Senate Bill 495 requires children 
younger than 13 years old to wear a 
Iifejacket while on a moving boat 
less than 26 feet in length. Lifejack- 
ets will not be required if the child 
is below deck or in an enclosed cab - 
in space. 

Previously, Illinois law only re- 
quired that lifejackets be on board 
for each person on the boat. Anyone 
operating a watercraft on private 
property would be exempted under 
the new law. ' 

Senate Bill 496 requires motor- 
boats used for water-skiing to have a 
capacity for at least three persons; 
prohibits sitting on the gunwales, 
tops of seat backs or on the decking 
over the bow or stem while a boat is 
in motion; and raises the age at 
which a person can rent a personal 
watercraft (jet ski) from 12 y ears old 
to 16years old. The driver of the boat, 
persons fishing or anyone operating 
a boat on private property are to be 
exempted from the provision- re- 
stricting seating. 



New laws concerning 

sex offenders, job applicants 



Illinois neighborhoods and pa- 
tients at state-contracted mental fa- 
cilities will be better protected under 
two new Illinois crime laws. 

Governor Jim Edgar approved 
the measures, dealing with repeat 
sex offenses and providing false in- 
formation on job applications. 

State Senator Adeline Geo-Karis 
(R-Zion), who co-sponsored the 
measures in the Senate, says the new 
laws will help keep Illinois residents 
safe. 

. Senate Bill 7 increases penalties 
. for repeat violations of criminal sex- 
ual assault, aggravated criminal sex- 
ual assault and predatory criminal 
sexual assault of a child to a term of 



natural life imprisonment for two or 
more offenses as long as the second 
offense* occurs after the conviction 
for the first. 

The second measure, House Bill 
1397, sets criminal penalties for pro- 
viding false information for employ- 
ment in the mental health industry. 

Under the law, anyone willfully 
providing false information about 
professional certification, licensing, 
criminal background or employ- 
ment history within the last five years 
on an employment application for a 
direct care position is guilty of a Class 
A misdemeanor and could spend up 
to a year in jail.

A need for speed 

Area race car drivers get a thrill out of competition

The thrill of speed echoes 
through the veins of race 
drivers; this is evident with 
two prominent area racers. 

While they race in different clas- 
sifications and varying circuits, they 
say they enjoy the competition. Tom 
Jones of Gurnee races stock cars in 
the American Speed Association 
(ASA), and Dave Moulis of Johns- 
burg races sprint cars at Wilmot 
Speedway. 

"I used to watch the races at 
Waukegan Speedway and thought, 
some day, that is what I want to do," 
Jones said. 

Jones has driven at literally hun- 
dreds of tracks throughout the Mid- 
west and East Coast. Currently he 
drives a 1997 Pontiac Grand Prix. 

"ASA has some of the best com- 
petition in the country," Jones said. 

He noted some of NASCAJVs 
finest have been in ASA. Some no- 
table drivers include Mark Martin, 
Darrell Waltrip, Rusty Wallace, Ken 
Shroederand Dick Trickle. 

Jones, 54, said he puts fear aside 
when racing. He does make sure he 
has the safest car possible, 

"As you get older, you pay more 
attention to safety. Stock car racing 
is probably the safest form of rac- 
ing," he said. 

Jones said his wife, Mary Jo, and 
children, Tom, 7 and Andy, 5, travel 



with him to many of his events and 
are supportive of his driving. 

He stressed the major obstacle 
in this form of racing is 
money, and for many 
drivers, not enough 
sponsorship. 

"It costs $250,000 to 
$350,000 to be competi- 
tive. The biggest chal- 
lenge is the money," 
said Jones. 

Jones noted The 
Nashville Network has 
televised many of the 
races and has increased 
the exposure. 

"A sponsor can get 
their name on a car 
and get their name to 
a national audience," he said. 

One of the ways he has used 
to defray costs is rent his car to 
other drivers when he is not rac- 
ing. 

He has not been hurt seriously 
in several years. However, he 
bruised his ribs a few weeks ago. He 
says there is not much fear in rac- 
ing, but he says you have to be 
aware of where you are driving. 

"There are some tracks I have 
more fear. You have to respect the 
track," Jones said. 

He plans to race a few more 
years, possibly cut back and eventu- 
ally, become a car owner. 

"I would like to become a car 
owner and get some sponsorship

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More on potpourri 



With all the flowers in 
their glory at this time 
of year, it is hard to 
imagine that by Octo- 
ber they will all just be faded mem- 
ories. If we dry them, they can be 
preserved for many months, even 
years to enjoy. 

This past week I had the plea- 
sure of visiting Door County, Wis. 
with my family. Talk about blooms 
in their peak— what a feast for die 
eyes! Everywhere you look flowers 
are blooming. Mass plantings of an- 
nuals and perennials grace the es- 
tablishments. The native wild flow- 
ers and ferns grace the landscape — 
what a background for that stun- 
ning iakeshore. Hollyhocks abound, 
pansies (that never seem to hold up 
through the summer heat here) 
were as big as daisy heads! Rud- 
beckia, yellow yarrow, dayiilies, 
purple coneflower, cosmos, and 
nicotiana were in their glory! Per- 
haps the cool nights and the mois- 
ture from Lake Michigan helps 
them to perform so well. 

So many of the shops have 
unique gifts made from dried herbs 
and flowers. There were all kinds of 
potpourris, very beautiful and very 
expensive! Which leads me back to 
the topic of creating your own pot- 
pourris and dried flower arrange- 
ments to enjoy. You can save a lot 
of money by drying your flowers to 
enjoy later. 

Many flowers produce pretty 
seed pods, shrubs produce colorful 
berries, and don't forget about pine 
cones, they are very abundant here. 
Pine cones make lovely additions to 
potpourris and look stunning in a 
basket by the fire. If you fragrance 
them they will give out subtle per- 
fume both before they go in the Are 
and while they are burning. 

Pine cones, other small fir 
cones, seed pods, hibiscus, cedar- 
wood, tree bark and cinnamon 
make suitable potpourris. In all cas- 
es, soak the woods with perfume oil 
and leave in sealed bag for a few 
weeks. This is a good way to use up 
old perfume blends or oils used to 
refresh commercial potpourris. 
This is a quick and easy method of 
creating scent. 

Stove top potpourris are fun to 
make. Simmering potpourris add 
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an instant burst of fragrance to your 
home. Always use the same pot to 
simmer potpourri and use it only 
for this purpose. The look of this 
potpourri is irrelevant, the smell is 
everything. 

The important factor when cre- 
ating these is whether you like the 
smell of the ingredient or not. You 
need not include flower petals as 
most will not have a strong enough 
smell, except some roses and laven- 
der flowers. 

Citrus peel, juniper berries, 
dried banana chips, coconut, vanil- 
la pods work well. As do allspice, 
cardamom, cedar chips, cloves, co- 
riander, nutmeg, sandalwood chips 
and ginger root. 

The method for these simmer- 
ing potpourrisis similar to that of 
the dry. Premix the oil and chopped 
orange peel mixtures and let ma- 
ture for a few days. Then choose 
your ingredients and mix with oil 
mixture and leave in sealed con- 
tainer to mature for a few weeks. 

Mulled cider potpourri 
1 cup chopped dry apple 
slices 

1 cup allspice berries 
1 cup cinnamon sticks 
1 cup whole cloves 
1 cup dry orange peel 
soaked In two tablespoons ap- 
ple oil and 1 teaspoon allspice 
oil. 

Combine Ingredients and 
leave to mature. This recipe 
makes enough for 30 little bun- 
dles and looks attractive In or- 
ange calico bundles tied with 
green ribbon for fall, or red 
calico with green ribbon for the 
Christmas season.

Handling 'Jan Brady Syndrome' 



Dear Dr. Singer, We have 
two boys. One of them 
has been In junior high 
and now the second one 
Is going into junior high this 
school year. The older one Is a 
terrific student and Involved In 
everything he can get Into his 
schedule. The younger one is 
upset because he cannot ever 
seem to live up to his brother's 
achievements. How can we 
help the younger one to suc- 
ceed at his own things? F.G. 

Dear F.G., 

Without trivializing your situa- 
tion, this sounds an awful lot like a 
famous little girl we all know and 
love, called Jan Brady. Who among 
us doesn't remember the, "It's al- 
ways Marcia, Marcia, Marcia thing." 
Jan felt overshadowed by her older 
sister's achievement. Your son 
sounds like he is in the same boat. 
Since I would say the same thing 
and agree wholeheartedly, I'm go- 
ing to give you the same advice that 
Jan's parents gave her. You need to 
encourage your younger son to find 
his niche. Encourage him to try new 
things and see which fits the best. 
You also need to let him know that 
he doesn't need to be his older 
brother or compete with him. I 
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know this is easier said than done, 
but he needs to know that they are 
both different, separate people with 
different strengths and weaknesses 
and shouldn't really be doing any- 
thing exactly the same way. 

You might want to check into 
some activities that are outside of 
school. I don't know if your son is 
competitive, but it might be good to 
start him out in activities that are 
non-competitive or less competi- 
tive and done just for the fun of it. 
Activities, in which people compete 
only against themselves in terms of 
improving over time. Things like 
Karate (just make sure he doesn't 
use the new skill to get back at his 
brother-if he does.,.goodbye 
Karate,) Gymnastics, etc. 

If his problem is academic and 
you see that there is a struggle going 
on for your younger son, I would 
make sure he gets the help he needs 
in that way and help him to catch 



up or feel o.k. about where he is. 
There are lots of ways to do this 
catching up. If you have questions 
about that, please call me and I can 
give you more detail on this. 

Another thing to watch out for 
is to make sure that the older son is- 
n't feeding into this problem by 
taunting or harassing the younger 
son about weaknesses. 1 have seen 
this happen before and it isn't pret- 
ty. Your older son may also be hav- 
ing some issues about his younger 
brother having entered his turf 
(school). I would talk about this to 
the older son alone and see if any of 
that is occurring. Certainly, you 
want to respect both kid's feelings, 
but if you do find that there is any 
harassing or problem occurring, it 
needs to be stopped as it will only 
add to the animosity between 
brothers and the younger brother's 
insecurity.

"sod's law" for gardeners that says the nicer 
the variety, the harder it is to grow. 

However, if you are fed up with rebuilding 
the panels after a strong wind or digging out 
rotten fence posts, the idea of a hedge may be 
appealing, either as a boundary or a garden 
feature. 

Apart from latitude, you also need to 
consider site, soil, cost and how much ctip- 
;.. pirig and care is required for your chosen 
hedge variety. 

■ If the hedge is also going to be a bound- 
ary, you may be'particularly keen to have 
something tall and sturdy, or even one which 
is prickly enough to deter intruders or keep 
animals on or off your land. 

Prepare the site carefully— it's for life— 
and allow at least two feet of growing space 
within yourboundary. 

Double- dig the site and add plenty of 
well-rotted organic compost to ensure a 
strong and long-lived hedge.

ipAhother great companion plant to the

flpiyer curls around itself each night and 
.^emerges on sunny days. The Coreopsis 
'"Moonbeam" as well as the Black Eyed Susans 
rgowering now and will last another lour 
weeks, especially if they are dead-head when 
'tMJflowers are spent. 
»Many varieties of the Buddleia (Butterfly 
1 j§h) have been flowering for the last few 
vefeks and will continue to show off foran- 
raer few weeks. 



Sciabiosa, Sea Lavender, False-Drag- 
onhead, and Blue Mist Shrub are all flowering 
now and will last another two weeks. 

The Russian Sage in one's garden really 
looks great this time of the year, especially if 
its a few years old. It's dark blue, spiked flow- 
ers reaches heights of three-inches and more 
and it's silvery foliage also adds interest. If you 
have a green thumb, the Hibiscus plant will 
grow in a protected area, and shows off white, 
pink and red flowers that are six- to eight- 
inches across and are stunning in one's gar- 
den. The fall flowering Aster buds are just be- 
ginning to swell and should open soon to 
show us an array of colors for the fall. 

If you're lucky enough to have shaded ar- 
eas, many of the Hostas are showing us their 
bold textured leaves in many colors of blue, 
green, yellow and white. Variegated varieties 
mixed with Coral Bells and Astilbe show us 
how well they look together. 

Try and use some perennials in your gar- 
dens for color as well as texture and your gar- 
dens will begin to delight your senses.

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because they are not only handsome but also 
fast growing, particularly in the case of the 
sturdy hybrid Leyland Cypress. This can put 
on two feet a year and create a thick hedge 
within a few years. 

Unfortunately, while they are soaring sky- 
wards, they do not put down strong roots so 
they will need staking for the first two years. 

The Yew is more traditional and takes 
longer to establish. It is a handsome variety 
when grown as a tall hedge. 

You could also consider the following va- 
rieties; 

Box— slow growing and makes an excel- 
lent hedge. Great for trimming geometric gar- 
dens and borders, but it is expensive. 

Holly — Produces scented flowers and 
berries and is inexpensive and easy to grow. 
Looks bare and boring during the winter after 
shedding its leaves. 

Beech— Not the most inexpensive choice, 
but it is beautiful and can be trimmed to keep 
its leaves through the winter months. 

Honeysuckle — Certain varieties make 
cheap, medium-heights hedges and give off a 
lovely scent. 

Privet — Very inexpensive and fast grow- 
ing. However, it takes regular clipping to be 
kept neat and tidy.

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Aging parents caregivers for own parents 



A group of age 60 plus adults 
were having their usual monthly lun- 
cheon — only this time their topic of 
conversation was different. In the 
past, they had discussed issues re- 
volving around their children and 
grandchildren, but this time their is- 
sues centered around their own par- 
ent^) who are age 85 plus, mainly 
about the kind of supports they 
might need for them in order to help 
them live as independently as possi- 
ble. 

This is a new '90s phenomenon. 
The so-called "sandwich generation" 
used to be in their '40s with concerns 
about their aging parents who were 
in their 60s. Today, the sandwich 
generation has been upgraded to 
persons in their 60s who have be- 
come the caregivers for those in their 
80s and 90s. 

• The children of the people in 
their 60s (and 70s) who are in their 
40s are not as concerned about their 



parents as in past generations, be- 
cause they see them busily working 
out in the gym, attending classes and 
generally adopting a more active 
lifestyle. 

Sheldon Shlossman, president of 
Traycee Home Care Services, a care- 
givers support agency which has a 
large presence in the north suburbs, 
states that increased demands for el- 
derly supports come from the very 
people who, in the past, were the re- 
cipients of these services. According 
to Shlossman, "They are more strin- 
gent in their demands, perhaps be- 
cause they can afford to spend more 
on these supports, and also because 
they see themselves as the con- 
sumers in the near future." 

Cathy Medina, director of Com- 
munity Relations with Traycee 
Home Care Services since its incep- 
tion states that "Traycee's mission 
, for the past 12 years has always been 
to provide individualized support in 



a home or health care facility for frail 
elderly, and that mission remains 
unchanged. What .does change, 
however, is that because of greater 
mobility of families, we are providing 
more support services for elderly 
parents whose children live out 
town, and we are also responding to 
more requests for temporary sup- 
port when family caregivers need 
some respite and vacation more fre- 
quently than did their own parents. 

According to Blanche W. who 
took part in the lunchtime 60 plus 
luncheon group mentioned at the 
start of this article, "I just returned 
from Florida where I picked up my 
mother who had been living there for 
25 years with my father who recent- 
ly died. She has some blackout spells 
from time to time, has no friends or 
family in that area and cannot live 
alone. 

She is now living in an apart- 
ment a few blocks from my home 



here on the North Shore and be- 
cause of the supports now available 
to her, I can continue to "do lunch," 
and also engaging the leisure activi- 
ties that I pursue since my retire- 
ment. I'm glad I'm living in the '90s!" 
Faye and Gloria, two other luncheon 
guests echoed Blanche's sentiments. 
They had recently returned from a 
trip abroad, feeling confident that 
their respective parents were cared 
for appropriately in their absence. 

Shirley Steinberg, MA, a licensed 
social worker and consultant to 
Traycee Home Care Services notes 
that "due to current supports now 
available (60 plus) parents enjoy 
spending more quality time with 
their elders. They do not harbor the 
resentments and guilt that used to 
accompany overly burdened family 
caregivers in past years."

Thomas case continued 
in Warren Highway scandal 



The case against former Warren 
Township Highway Deptartmcnt em- 
ployee John Thomas will go to trial 
Sept. 30. 

A continuance, requested by both 
the defense and prosecution, was 
granted last week. 

Thomas, son of the deceased War- 
ren Highway Commissioner Frank 
Thomas, is accused of misusing high- 
way department funds for his own use 
from 1993-96. 

Gurnee contractor Robert "Brad" 
Petersen will be able to do business 
and gain public contracts after lie and 
his attorney agreed to a negotiatied 
settlement in the Warren Township 
Highway Department scandal case. 

Warren Township will not pursue 
further legal challenges against Pe- 
tersen, unless he does not pay restitu- 
tion in a swift manner. 

"There is no need Tor board ac- 
tion. It is over and done with," Sue 
Simpson, Warren Township Supervi- 
sor, said. 

Simpson told Warren trustees 
how township interests were repre- 
sented as the Lake County Slate's At- 
torney consulted with them. 

Petersen agreed to $6,000 in dou- 
ble billing over a five-year period, 
1 99 1 -96. The township thought it was 
a $10,000 amount, citing four batteries, 
a rebuilt starter and one saw, all of 
which were billed to the township. 
The $10,000 amount was eventually 
agreed upon. 



"We felt we had a very defensable 
case. It was an accounting error," 
Thomas Briscoe, attorney for Pe- 
tersen, said. 

Briscoe said Petersen had done 
work for the township for eight years 
with several thousand dollars of con- 
tracts for excavation work. 

"He is a very reputable business 
man," Briscoe said. 

Petersen does not admit guilt to 
the negotiated terms filed Aug. 7. He 
must perform 50 hours of community 
service and restitution. 

"We do not want the restitution to 
drag on," Simpson said. 

John Thomas, of Gumec was 
charged with two counts of official 
misconduct from 1993-96. 

Prosecutors say he purchased var- 
ious' personal items totaling $5,000 
with highway department funds.

Caycc received sentences earlier for 
their involvement \nihc scandal.. 

In a new development, Simp- 
son told the board Siegel, through 
her attorney, is trying to gel the time 
on work release reduced. She had 
left the state for job training at Sat- 
urn, a Tennessee based car compa- 
ny. Her original date to start work 
release is Nov. 3. 

The township board is expected to 
oppose any reduction of that time. 

Siegel still will have to repay War- 
ren Township on several fronts in a 
sentence handed down in court.

Lake County Forest Preserves deserve commendation for 
staging a contest to identify the biggest and the best of county 
tree specimens. We are encouraged when Midwestern Region- 
al Medical Center plants a tree to commemorate each cancer 
patient who is still alive five yars after diagnosis. The facility 
now has a grove of 292 trees. 
Save a life. Save a tree. They're both living! 

Flood study fund 
has bake sale flavor 

In a sort of "pass the hat" spirit, the Lake County Stormwa- 
ter Management Commission (SMC) is soliciting partici- 
pation from fwe units oHocai government to fund a re- 
gional flooding survey. Director Ward Miller gamely de- 
scribes contributions sought of approximately $4 5,000 each as 
being in "self interest." 

Merits orthe study are obvious. Current flood maps and data 
are hopelessly outdated. The only way to solve flooding prob- 
lems is through a regional approach. The rub on this project, 
as we see it, is the method of funding. We're just not comfort- 
able with a tax-supported agency passing the hat to fund itself. 
Maybe a bake sale next lime? A Ilea market? 
Governments being solicited areWauconda and Grant town- 
ships and the villages ofWauconda, Island Lake and Volo. The 
genera! area covers three basins known for drainage and pollu- 
tion problems. Part of the area — Slocum Lake — has had seri- 
ous flooding. 
As an arm of county government, SMC should be funded 
through the normal budgetary process. County fiscal policy 
though, has been to keep SMC "poor," limiting the agency to 
operational monies only out of a fear that the agency might put 
the brakes on growth and development. Odd, but that's Lake 
County politics. 

Paradoxically, basin and watershed studies could well provide 
information that could quicken the pace of development. It's 
the classic Catch 22 situation. Since townships have no con- 
trol over land use, it's difficult to see how they could benefit, 
except as Miller poses it "as an investment in self interest." We 
happen to feel that SMC special projects should be funded by 
the county and not reduced to panhandling.

Survey, reveals prevalence of flexible hours program 



For a growing number of com- 
panies today, the phrase "9 to 5" may 
soon become an anachronism. In a 
recent nationwide survey. 84 percent 
of executives polled said their firms 
now offer either a forma] or informal 
"flexible hours" program for their 
employees- Another progressive em- 
ployment practice, telecommuting, 
is also becoming more widespread. 
FJghty-seven percent of executives 
predicted an increase during the 
next five years in the number of em- 
ployees who will telecommute to 
work. 

The survey was developed by Of- 
ficeTeam, a leading staffing service 
specializing in highly skilled tempo- 
rary office and administrative pro- 
fessionals.

Federal mandates set forth by 
the USEPA will impact all under- 
ground storage tank owners next 
year. In response to these USEPA 
regulations, the Office of the Illinois 
State Fire Marshal (OSFM) has 
launched a statewide effort to gain 
compliance and to help keep gas sta- 
tions open for business. 

Under regulations issued by the 
USEPA eight vears ago, USTs in- 
stalled before Dec 22, 1968, must be 
protected against corrosion, spills 
and overfills by the federal deadline 
date of Dec. 22, 1998. Unprotected 
USTs must be upgraded, replaced or 
properlv closed bv that date. Tanks 
installed after Dec. 22, 1988, must 
have those protections in place at the 
time of installation. 

OSFM will be sending letters to 
owners and operators of under- 
ground storage tanks reminding 
them that the deadline is near. 
USEPA will not extend the deadline, 
and the state of Illinois does not have 
the authority to extend it. OSFM in- 
spectors will also visit facilities over 
the next several months to help get 
the word out. 

"The longer you wait to upgrade 
vou tanks, the more likely it is that 
they may leak and contaminate the 
environment," said Jim McCaslin. 
OSFM's director of Petroleum and 
Chemical Safety. "Waiting also in- 
creases the risk of delays in getting 
your system upgraded, which can 
mean higher costs." 

"OSFM is committed to working 
with UST owners and operators to 
achieve compliance with these re- 
quirements. I must emphasize; how- 
ever, OSFM is also commined to en- 
forcing those requirements where 
UST owners and operators ultimate- 
ly fail or refuse to comply," stated 
McCaslin.

Lake County says good-bye to NWSC 



SomeNWSC teams scramble for affiliation with other 
conferences,others face independence as NWSC folds

Since the 1950s, Lake County 
football fans could rely on two 
thing— Bears games on Sundays 
and a Northwest Suburban Con- 
ference high school clash on Sat- 
urdays. While the Bears remain in 
place, the NWSC does not. 

After forty years the confer- 
ence has disbanded, as the former 
NWSC teams have joined other 
conferences filling them up, leav- 



ing three Lake County schools 
without a home. 

Although the change seems 
sudden, it actually has been a long 
time in the making. Grayslake leav- 
ing for the Fox Valley Conference 
was just the final nail in the coffin- 
orphaning Round Lake, Wauconda, 
Grant and Johnsburg. 

Since the 1970s, which some 
people refer to as the conference's 
heyday, teams have come and 
gone. Before the 80s the NWSC was 
home to Woodstock, Dundee, Cary- 



Grove and McHcnry. 

By 1983 the conference lost 
even more members such as Anti- 
och, Warren, Stevenson and Crystal 
Lake, but they were always able to 
replace their members with quality 
teams that sparked fierce rivalries. 

The 1980s welcomed multi- 
time state football champion Mari- 
on Central, Marengo and Johns- 
burg. But, unfortunately, the con- 
ference's hold on each school loos- 
ened by the end of the decade. 

The NWSC was reduced to six 



schools a few years ago after Lake 
Zurich left for the Fox Valley and 
Marengo for the Big North- 
ern, starting the downfall or 
the NWSC. 

While Grayslake takes 
its lumps getting used to 
the bigger, more tal- 
ented FVC, the rest of 
the members, minus 
Marian Central, are left 
to play each other 
twice and look for 
schools with gaps in their 
schedules that these "hide 
pendents" can fill. 

Each of the remaining schools 
are currently looking for a new con- 
ference to call home, but the football 




tradition for each will continue no 
matter how long each must travel to 
find an opponent. 

Once members of the 
mighty Northwest Suburban 
Conference, Mundelein, 
Grant, Round Lake, Johns- 
burg and Wauconda are 
left to fend for themselves as 
independents, forging a new 
road and looking for a new 
conference. 

Many of the schools are 
scheduled to play teams in 
Chicago and Wisconsin, with 
few games of significance sim- 
ilar to that of former NWSC ri- 
vals—waiting for the chance to one 
day continue their legacy. .
